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Council denies parking spaces;yetoes volunteers’using chambers 


The Sierra Madre City Council Tuesday even¬ 
ing voted unanimously for the motion passed by 
Gary Adams concerning denying two parking places 
that the property owner at the prospective building 
located at Auburn and West Sierra Madre Blvd. 
requested. 

They also voted unanimously, after Council- 
woman MaryAnn MacGillivray made the motion, to 
place a 45-day urgency ordinance. No. 1071, on the 
code section 9654 (b), which permits the purchase of 
deficient parking spaces at a cost of $2000 per space. 
That money would be held in the off-street parking 
fund. 

Mayor Pro Tern .Andrew Roy Buchan said, “A 
$20(X) parking space is ridiculous. It should cost 
$50,000." 

In other agenda items, three property owners 
have working drawings completed for the burned 
out area at 14 to 26 West Sierra Madre Blvd., 


according to City Administrator Jim McRea. The 
footprint of the buildings is equal to the same or 
less than before the fire; however, they are building 
second stories on all the buildings, he said. 

Buchan felt that people were not being treated 
equally, so he voted "no” after Councilman Clem 
Bartolai made the motion to allow for parking 
credits for the second floor. He referred to the coun¬ 
cil’s denying the Auburn and Sierra Madre building 
owner’s request for two more parking spaces and felt 
that the people were not being treated equally. 

A full story concerning the Hillside Management 
Task Force’s meeting Monday evening will appear in 
next week’s issue of The News. 

Two volunteer organizations requested special 
dispensation from the council’s recent decision not 
to allow people to use the council’s chambers. 
Both Beautification Committee and Rose Float 
Association were told, in so many words, that they 


would be allowed to continue their use of the 
facilities for only one more month, after which 
they would have to make other arrangements 
for meeting locations. 

Councilman Bartolai said, “By making any ex¬ 
ceptions we’re leaving ourselves open for other 
worthy organizations.” 

Jan Maddox, representing the Beautification 
Committee, said it would be very difficult for the 
group to meet anywhere but the council conference 
room and Steve Gagne of the Rose Float Associa¬ 
tion beseeched the council to reconsider. 

He said, “All we were asking for was the use 
of the hall on Saturday when the City Council does 
not meet. 1 would hate to tell you what an ad on 
TV would cost you (referring to the exposure that 
Sierra Madre gets each year when the Sierra 
Madre float appears in the Tournament of Roses 
parade on Jan. 1).” 


His request was for the Rose Float Princess 
judging that takes place in the fall. He said they 
would like to use the council chambers for that 
judging. 

Adams made the motion to adopt the calendar, 
ignoring the requests, with Bartolai abstaining from 
the vote. The others voted for the measure. 

The council voted to support the Planning 
Commission and denied the appeal by Joseph Kiss 
at 390 Mariposa Ave. for a side yard variance. 
MacGillivray made the motion and it was a unani¬ 
mous decision. 

The conflict was between the Kisses and Darrell 
Ower, the latter who owns property next door. He 
had planned to build an apartment unit there. Ower 
said the Kiss property, which had termite damage, 
had no building permit. “It is the sort of boot¬ 
legged thing we have to live with.”

Orange Grove residents favor little changes of road

Dr. Paul Neiby and Cheryl Dickinson, 
representing Sierra Madre and Arcadia residents of 
Orange Grove, respectively, have circulated a “Bill 
of Particulars” and have received unanimous sup¬ 
port from those residents, as was reported at the 
Sierra Madre City Council meeting Tuesday even¬ 
ing. 

Dickinson said the groups are working “in 
parallel” with the two City Councils. 

Councilman Gary Adams, who originally asked 
that this matter be placed on Tuesday evening’s 
agenda, said, “Everyone agrees it (Orange Grove) 
needs improvement and a new roadbed” so he made 
the motion to agree in principle “with construction 
of Orange Grove in line with the ‘Bill of 
Particulars.’ ” 

The “Bill of Particulars,” which is a detailed 
listing of 130 residents’ desires, quotes City Ad¬ 
ministrator Jim McRea as stating that the western 
portion of Orange Grove (Baldwin to Michillinda) 
has a “typical width of 32 feet, which is to be main¬ 
tained.” 

It states that “this ... is contrary to fact. The 
western (portion) is, except for the most western 50 
yards or so, now at 30 feet. 

“We insist that the western roadway be resur¬ 
faced at its present width of 30 feet. West Orange 
Grove was essentially 30 feet wide at the beginning 
of this century. We expect it to be essentially 30 feet 
wide at the end of this century.” 

Residents are in agreement with a proposed 
36-foot-width for the eastern segment (Baldwin to 


Olivera Lane), since that is “essentially its present 
width.” They feel, however, that, “It is important 
that the center of the roadway deviate from a straight 
line in places so that no tree will be destroyed ...” 

In regard to curbs, residents favor rolled curbs 
“to allow vehicles to get off the street.” They agree 
that curbs “may extend outward for as much as two 
feet so long as it is agreed that where a curb structure 
and a tree conflict, the curb structure will be 
modified or omitted in favor of the tree.” 

Gutters, they feel, should be within existing 
roadway width. 

Regarding grading changes, “We are adamately 
opposed to any radical grading changes” and “favor 
maintaining dips that are now located on the western 
segments at Hermosa and Lima (which serve as) 
natural traffic control devices ...” 

Residents feel “one or two stop signs are essen¬ 
tial on the eastern segment, suggesting Rancho Road

In a previous column, 1 mentioned that' 
George Washington recognized the future of 
the country lay to the West and the 
Nation’s Capital should provide the link from 
East to West. 

In the early 1800s private developers 
constructed a 250-mile canal from the center of 
the capital to the Ohio valley. The farmers in 
Western Pennsylvania and Ohio harvested their 
crops, built barges and rafts, led their 
tmimals downriver on the canal to Washing¬ 
ton, sold the product, disassembled their barges, 
sold the wood for lumber to build homes in the 
ever expanding capital, took their animals 
back over the same route home with their 
“bought’n” goods for next year’s 
conversion of crops to necessities. This method 
of transport didn’t last long as the newly in¬ 
vented steam locomotive and railroad rapidly 
made the river route uneconomic. So much 
for our 250-mile canal from Washington to 
the Mid-west. 

Not so. Today, the Chesapeake and 
Ohio Canal is one of our greatest local and 
historic natural attractions. You can sit in sev¬ 
eral of the fanciest Georgetown restaurants 


and look down on the terminal of the original 
canal. You can walk along the watercourse and 
become a part of the natural environment that 
our forefathers traversed, taking in the same 
vistas of wild ducks, herons, geese, beavers, 
muscrats, birds of numerous species, deer, fox, 
and people of every walk of life. You can ride a 
bike for several miles along the bank, sharing 
the tree-lined mule footpath with joggers, 
bikers, and walkers, or you can take your family 
on a short barge trip through one of the original 
locks, complete with costumed attendants and 
animal drivers. 

The ultimate, however, is to check into 
the luxury hotel, check out the following 
morning, walk to the terminus of the canal 
with your back-pack and for the next two 
weeks, hike the entire 250 miles, knowing that 
you can obtain provisions and camp facilities 
on U.S. Park Service grounds at appropriate 
locations throughout the entire length of the 
canal. Not much different than the original 
California mission rest stops. Doesn’t sound 
much like Washington politics but it is a 
significant part of our nation’s capital heritage.

The ’90s may well be the decade of work¬ 
books. Not just for the children learning their 
3 R’s in public or private school classrooms, 
but also for grown-ups who are discovering 
that inside themselves lives the hurting child of 
their past. 

“Adult children” is the current label in 
literature and 12 step groups, an an under¬ 
standing of what that diagnosis means is on the 
cutting edge of modern pyschological insight. 

There is a recognizable behavior pattern 
in the personality that has grown up in a 
dysfunctional family; dysfunctional because of 
alcohol and/or drug abuse, or dysfunctional 
in a myriad of ways simply because life is 
tough and people, even though they grow to 
be parents, have not mastered it. Families, 
often rather than being well-watered gardens, 
become victims of drought and root rot. 

“The Twelve Steps, A Spiritual Journey,” 
published by Recovery Publications, 1201 Knox¬ 
ville St., San Diego, CA 92110 is a book of 
hope; an important and healing workbook, 
for adult children who have failed to thrive 
thus far but are not giving up. It is subtitled, 
“A Working Guide for Adult Children from 
Addictive and Other Dysfunctional Families,” 
which, as I understand from current research, 
covers about 90 plus percent of the population. 


“Since the founding of Alcoholics Anony¬ 
mous in 1935,” states the introduction to this 
workbook, “the Twelve Steps have become a 
way for many millions of people to change the 
course of their lives.” . . . “The twelve-step 
process of recovery is a spiritual journey. It 
takes us from a life where we experience con¬ 
fusion and grief to one of peace and serenity.” 

This workbook is not in any way, however, 
a quick fix. The “fill in the blanks” that 
follow the explanation of each of the 12 steps 
require much soul-searching. “The light that 
causes us pain is also the light that heals 
us,” says one old maxim. A spiritual journey 
always means an encounter with that light. 

The first 147 pages of the %Vi x 11 
workbook contains the explanation and exer¬ 
cises of the Twelve Steps. Included are Biblical 
scriptures that apply to each step, p. 148 to 
p. 229 include resources, instructions on study 
and methods of running a self-help workshop 
based on the teaching and personal reflections 
gathered from the text and the individual. 

Recovery and the Twelve Steps is a life¬ 
long process, but the beginner can be encouraged 
in the motto “it works if you work it.” This 
particular workbook is an exception tool for 
the self-exploration required and a road map 
to the destination of sanity.

MAIN STREET

Last week we talked about Main Street 
'89-90 program involvements in the areas of 
promotion and design. Organization and econ¬ 
omic restructuring are the other two program 
areas included in the Main Street four point 
approach to downtown revitalization. 

Discussion and planning to unify Main 
Street and the Chamber of Commerce con¬ 
tinued. Joint board meetings were initiated to 
both conserve volunteer leadership time com¬ 
mitments and to foster mutual program ob¬ 
jective understandings. 

For the second consecutive year. Main 
Street program expenses were well within the 
adopted budget. Six thousand dollars of un¬ 
expended funds are being carried forward into 
the ’90-91 budget. 

Four newsletters were produced and mailed 
to all property and business owners in the pro¬ 
ject area. The Main Street column ran weekly 
here in the Sierra Madre News. Quarterly 
meetings between Main Street and chamber 
boards with the City Council and administra¬ 
tion created a stronger communications 
link. Monthly reports were forwarded to the 
State Main Street office in Sacramento. And, 
we hosted our second annual on-site State 


Main Street Evaluation visit, conducted this 
year by Associate Director Keith Kjelstrom. 

Economic restructuring progarm efforts 
were stepped up. The disastrous downtown 
fire of last December was immediately fol¬ 
lowed by a Main Street initiative. Affected 
property and business owners were invited to 
a meeting the next day to discuss rebuilding 
plans. From that meeting is evolving a 
reconstruction plan involving strong adminis¬ 
tration, City Council, and community redevel¬ 
opment agency cooperation. 

Four public information forums were con¬ 
ducted to present and discuss the marketing 
strategies recommended by Economics Research 
Associates. Additional presentations were 
made to several clubs and organizations. Main 
Street has initiated efforts to create a policy 
steering committee composed of council, CRA 
and private sector leadership to oversee and 
coordinate policy decisions needed to ensure 
successful downtown revitalization. 

The Main Street office provided marketing 
data and commercial site information to busi¬ 
ness prospects. Prospects were directed to local 
realtors and property owners in an effort to 
attract them to downtown locations. Efforts to 
convince the council and CRA to assist in at¬ 
tracting a variety goods merchandiser to a 
vacant property by offering a nominal finan¬ 
cial inducement failed. 

Main Street initiated successful efforts 
with the city to sponsor and fund a Seismic 
Structural Engineering study. This action 
will assist unreinforced masonry (URM) build¬ 
ing owners determine the condition of their 
property, the type of improvements needed and 
an ability to judge the financial investment 
required. 

That’s a brief summary of Main Street 
program involvement and achievements dur¬ 
ing the ’89-90 program year. Contact Main 
Street, c/o Ron Hutson, 232 W. Sierra Madre 
Blvd., Sierra Madre, C.A 91024.

“There is not a 
person who walks in 
here with whom I can’t 
relate. That includes 
people who have had 
problems in relation¬ 
ships, spiritually, with 
family, finances, their 
jobs, the taw. It takes 
time to start turning 
those things around. 
Sometimes alcoholics 
and addicts give up, 
‘‘Richard Ea.st, C.A.D.C., 
C.M.H., at 37 Auburn 
Ave., Suite 5, Sierra 
Madre, said last week. 

East is associated 
with 1. i f e C h a n g e 
at that location. 

“1 give people hope. 
I'm a living example. 
If 1 can do it, you 
can do it,” he continued 
as hp listed many prob¬ 
lems he’d had when he 
was both an alcoholic 
and a drug addict. And 
now he treats others 
with the myriad 
problems he has exper¬ 
ienced. 

“We must treat hu¬ 
man beings with dignity, 
respect, fairness. We 
must show compassion; 
sometimes the family is 
more affected than the 
addict, the alcoholic. 

1 treat them, too.” 

East explained that 
members of the family 
often end up protecting 
the addict and/or 
alcoholic because they 
are embarrassed, they’re 
used to the lifestyle and 
they feel they might 
lose their identity. Some¬ 
times they stay in the 
relationship out of 
fear, afraid no one 
else would have them. 

“1 deal with dif¬ 


ferent people, with the 
alcoholic, the addict, 
with family members, 
the children, the adult 
children.” 

East said that one- 
third of the people who 
go into treatment facili¬ 
ties will recover. One- 
third will relapse and 
one-third wilt go to 
jail, will die, 
will be put into institu¬ 
tions. 

‘‘The alcoholic does 
more internal damage 
(than the addict). Alco¬ 
hol affects every organ 
in the body. Alcoholics 
take years before they 
realize they’re using 
alcohol for many 
reasons. They depend 
on it to get them 
through crises or just 
to get them through the 
day. Drug addicts know 
when they can’t do with¬ 
out it. 1 got involved 
with therapy because of 
my past and knowing it’s 
possible to have a sense 
of normalcy.” 

East explained that an 
alcoholic can lose his 
ability to predict when 
he has gone over the 
edge. Then he becomes 
truly inebriated. If he is 
below that level, the 
alcoholic gets trembly 
and nauseous. 

‘‘1 could function with 
2.0 alcoholic level. But if 
1 fell below it was 
tough. If 1 went over, 
I was on a bender. 
At 3.0 alcoholics pass 
out. At 4.0 they become 
comatose and death 
occurs at 5.0. The first 
drink I ever had 1 knew 
it was it. I was intro¬ 
verted, shy and

insecure. When 1 had 
that drink I could 
laugh and be the life 
the party.” 

He explained that an 
alcoholic and drug addict 
exhibits ob.sessive-com- 
pulsive behavior just 
as those who have eating 
disorders fall into that 
category. 

He said, “It’s plea¬ 
sant to wake up in the 
morning feeling good. 
1 have experienced two 
completely different 
lifestyles; the nega¬ 
tive and the present 
one which is very plea¬ 
sant.” 

East is particularly 
delighted to be here in 
Sierra Madre which, 
he says, is the center of 
his patient area. 

East was born in Ful¬ 


ton, MO, but came 
to California in 1953 
with his family. He has 
his certification in 
drug and alcohol studies 
from Citrus College 
and received his training 
in hypnotheraphy from 
the Hypnotics Motivation 
Institute in Tarzana. 
He has also been a vol¬ 
unteer with the National 
Council on Alcoholism, 
Covina. 

He concludes, “If 
anyone needs to come 
down after a difficult 
day at work, don't 
take a drink. Come on 
in and let me give you 
some hypnotherapy. In 
five minutes you will be 
feeling wonderful.”

Water board promises 
rare help to Sierra Madre 


Progress toward a solution to Sierra Madre’s 
water problems developed at a joint meeting of the 
City Council and the San Gabriel Valley Municipal 
Water District Board, held at City Hall on Mon¬ 
day. 

The two agreed to form committees comprised 
of several members of each body and staff to give 
joint in-depth study to various different possi¬ 
bilities presented by the city and discussed at 
Monday’s meeting. 

The results will then be discussed at the dis¬ 
trict’s September meeting, which may or may not 
develop as another joint meeting between the two 
bodies. 

Don Clark, chairman of the District Board, 
stated, “We want to reassure Sierra Madre that the 
district is willing to do whatever is possible. We want 
you to know we are serious. We have never put a 
deadline on this before. 

"We are willing to investigate and get back 
to you with positive suggestions ... to form a 
committee (to do this).’’ 

City Administrator Jim McRae explained both 
the short- and long-term water problems faced by 
Sierra Madre, which include the short-term necessity 
of making up 532 acre feet of water which the 
Raymond Basin Watermaster has charged that Sierra 
Madre has overpumped in the last two years after 
credits for spread water were given. 

The city only has one year to make up the de¬ 
ficiency. 

If Sierra Madre cannot negotiate a change in 
the Raymond Basin credit formula which currently 
severely penalizes our spread water credit, then the 
loss will have to be made up by either negotiating 
an exchange, securing imported water or reducing 
its pumping, McRea stated — solutions which will 
entail either considerable outlay of monies or impo- 

Camp 
grounds 

are full 

Many campgrounds in 
the Angeles National 
Forest will be filled 
by Friday night of 
the Labor Day week¬ 
end, according to Forest 
Supervisor Mike Ro¬ 
gers. Most campgrounds 
are available on a first- 
come, first-served basis, 
so visitors should 
plan to arrive as 
early as possible on 
Friday to have a better 
chance of finding a 
campsite. 

Warm, dry weather is 
predicted and visitors 
are advised to use 
extreme caution while 
in the forest because of 
the high fire danger. 

Four years of below nor¬ 
mal rainfall has in¬ 
creased the poten¬ 
tial for wildfire to a le¬ 
vel seldom seen on the 
Angeles. Stage 11 fire res¬ 
trictions are in effect, 
which specify that 
campfires be confined 
to designated camp¬ 
grounds only. Campfire 
permits are required for 
the use of portable 
stoves in walk-in or trail 
camps, but are not needed 
for campfires in drive- 
in, developed camp¬ 
grounds. In the main¬ 
tained campgrounds, 
fires must be in the 
stoves provided. 

Visitors may stop at 
any Forest Service office 
for campfire permits 
which are free, or to 
obtain maps, brochures, 
and other information. 


sition of drastic measures in the event of con¬ 
tinued drought. 

The 18-monih necessity of spreading water 
from our tunnels while they were undergoing re¬ 
pairs and having that water penalized (which is not 
normal procedure) created the majority of the over 
pumpage problem, but even if full credit for this 
were to be restored by the Watermaster, Sierra 
Madre would still be short, McRea said. 

The penalties placed on Sierra Madre’s spread 
water by the Raymond Basin formula results in a 
reduction ranging from 25 percent to as much as 
45 percent. McRea noted that the formula was 
based on the “big rains of the ’30s’’ during which the 
yearly average ran around 22 inches per year, com¬ 
pared to the current 15 inches. 

He feels a change in the formula is needed 
and pointed to a current study of the Raymond 
Basin, including our eastern unit, which 
should answer many of the existing ques¬ 
tions regarding the actual current outflow from the 
Raymond Basin to the lower San Gabriel Basin on 
which the formula’s “penalties" are based. 

City Attorney Charles Martin stated that he was 
“fascinated” by information presented by McRea 
regarding the “loss” taken from the Raymond Rasm 
for which no credit is taken in the lower San Ciab- 
riel Basin. 

This information was also noted in an earlier 
article in The News based on comments at a district 
meeting at which one of the directors stated that 
it apparently “just disappears.” 

Martin suggests an investigation of the 
possibility of forming an improvement district 
which could address such matters. 

Sierra Madre’s representative on the district 
board, Charles Corp, stated that he feels the solution

lies in an exchange of credit between basins where¬ 
in Sierra Madre could receive credit in the Raymond 
Basin for water placed in the San Gabriel Basin. 

This, however, could prove costly, as could 
the proposed solution of tying into the Metro¬ 
politan Water District (MWD) outlet in Arcadia. 
Either imported water or water credits could cost 
somewhere between $115 per acre foot to somewhere 
around $200 per acre foot for MWD potable wa¬ 
ter. This would mean a replacement cost ranging 
from $60,000 to $106,000 for the 532 acre feet 
with which we have been charged in overpumpage. 

In addition, the cost involved in the MWD turn¬ 
out alone would range somewhere around $300,000 
and energy costs would undoubtedly be added to 
water costs in an exchange of rights. 

While Arcadia, Pasadena and Alhambra all 
have rights in the Raymond Basin, underground 
exchange in the Raymond Basin is prohibited bet¬ 
ween the two different units. Only Arcadia shares 
the eastern unit with Sierra Madre. 

The list of possible solutions including negotia¬ 
ting a change in the Raymond Basin “penalty” 
formula, the MWD turnout, trading with other 
agencies, a “hook-up” to the San Gabriel Basin (such 
as drilling a well in Arcadia), “wheeling” of water 
credits and provision of additional tunnels. 

Of these, the Raymond Basin formula change 
addresses only the short term problem, additional 
tunnels appear to be insufficient to meet the long¬ 
term problem and the rest all appear to be costly 
and complicated. 

The short-term problem consists of making up 
the overpumpage, while long-term problems consist 
of securing both emergency water necessitated by 
such possibilities as adverse seismic disturbances, 
and supplemental water necessitated by drought 
cycles such as the present. 

McRea reiterated the city’s previous statement 
that the long-term solutions appear to call for inter¬ 
district and inter-district/basin negotiations rather 
than inter-city negotiations.

The auxililary of the 
SMSNF is devoted to 
improving in any way 
possible the quality of life 
for those who are under 
the facility’s care.

“The auxiliary is 
unique,’’ explains Denise 
Sutton, SMSNF ad¬ 
ministrator. “Few skilled 
nursing facilities can 
boast having the loving 
support of an auxiliary 
as ours does.’’ 

Such facilities and 
hospitals are presently 
experiencing a short¬ 
age of nurses and quali¬ 
fied help. Another recent 
auxiliary project was to 
provide funds to give 
assistance to the 
Certified Nursing 
Assistants employed at 
this facility when they 


are required to renew 
their certificates with 
the State of California 
every two years. The 
cost is equal to almost a 
day’s pay and this in 
some cases may prove to 
be a hardship. 

Equipment presently 
in use in the building 
and also donated by the 
auxiliary is a large 
TV in the recreation 
room, also a computer 
and software for the 
office use. The Sierra 
Madre Congregational 
Church has donated 
funds to SMSNF and 
auxiliary members are 
using that money and 
working to refurbish a 
west garden that the resi¬ 
dents can look out on. 
In planning this 
refurbishing members 
have also given consider¬ 
ation to the best methods 
of water conservation. 

Jean Goudy is aux¬ 
iliary president and 
Mary Bickel is mem¬ 
bership chairman. They 
explain the auxiliary 
welcomes new members.

or Rodeo, with none on the western portion if the 
dips remain as desired. 

They are also urging a reversion of the present 
35 MPH speed limit to 30 MPH and are “uniformly 
opposed” to a stop light at Baldwin and Orange 
Grove. 

Additional concerns expressed in the “Bill of 
Particulars” include undergrounding of utility lines, 
handling of dumpsters — “Orange Grove Avenue is 
not to be designed for the convenience of Western 
Waste Disposal,” and maintenance of lanes that 
empty onto Orange Grove. 

They conclude with the statement that, “We 
believe that adherence to the guidelines as presented 
in our petition, and attention to the particulars we 
have outlined above will allow the roadway to con¬ 
tinue to serve its community purpose quite adequate¬ 
ly and with reasonable safety without converting it 
into a mini-highway, and without destroying its 
rustic heautv.”

Cultural awareness at AMH 
helps serve ethnic community 


AUSI) offers free,

In order to help 
meet the needs of a more 
ethnically diverse com¬ 
munity, Methodist Hos¬ 
pital in Arcadia has 
researched various cul¬ 
tures and has compiled 
the findings into files 
for nursing stations, 
admitting and business 
offices. Administra¬ 
tion now realizes that files 
are needed in other places 
at the hospital, particu¬ 
larly in radiology and 
the lab, explains Marcia 
Jackson, who is a mar¬ 
keting analyst for AMH 
and chairs the hospital's 
as well as the Arcadia 
Chamber of Commerce’s 
Multicultural C o m - 
mittee. She also is a 
member of the Arcadia 
Unified School Distiict's 
1 n t e r c u 11 u r a 1 C o m - 
mittee. 

Awareness of dif¬ 
ferent cultures and 
traditions helps doc¬ 
tors and nurses under¬ 
stand patient behavior, 
explains Jackson. In the 
more than one dozen 
files, the reader can 
learn about the South¬ 
east Asian folk healing 
practices of coining 
and cupping, which leave 
physical marks on the 
body that might look 
like they came from phy¬ 
sical abuse. In such 
cases it is necessary 
to educate the family, 
to explain that child 
abuse is illegal in this 
country even 

though child abuse may 
not have been intended, 
Jackson adds. 

Cultural awareness 


al.so has helped the health¬ 
care profession under¬ 
stand patient needs for 
hot and cold food. 
For instance, to the 
Chinese child birth 
is a "cold” experience 
which should be followed 
by hot food: and to 
the Hispanic, child 
birth is "hot” and a 
mother needs cold food 
for balance. 

That is why nurses 
no longer offer ice water 
to the new Chinese mo¬ 
ther. 

The hospital has made 
changes in its food 
offerings for patients, 
making more rice and 
viir-try entrees avail¬ 
able to all patients, 
as well as a Mexican 
menu option. 

Other findings point 
out that in some cultures 
modesty is impor¬ 
tant to the extent that 
feet should be covered. 
In addition, because 
some Asians view white as 
a symbol of death, new¬ 
borns are wrapped in 
patterned blankets, not 
white ones. 

Marsha Nelson, assist¬ 
ant vice president for 
nursing at .AMH, points 
out that various cul¬ 
tures view childbirth 
in different ways. For 
example, a Chinese fa¬ 
ther make take a back 
seat to his mother-in- 
law who oversees the 
care of the new mother. 
Because some believe 
the childbirth is an ill¬ 
ness which requires rest 


and recuperation, the 
new mother would often 
do nothing for an ex¬ 
tended period of time 
following the baby's de¬ 
livery. 

Today, on the medical 
staff of Methodist Hos¬ 
pital are Chinese-speak¬ 
ing physicians in most 
specialties as well as a 
number of doctors who 
speak Spanish and many 
European languages. 

The hospital also 
makes available fly¬ 
ers in Mandarin and 
Spanish as well as a 
physician referral 
service which includes 
information on doctors 
who speak various 
language^ and a Chinese 
information line. By 
dialing (800) 828 S986, 
a recording in Mandarin 
gives the caller direc¬ 
tions including what 
to do in an emergency. 
Chinese speaking vol¬ 
unteers monitor these 
calls and make appro¬ 
priate responses. 

Even though there is 
no firm number as 
to how many people of 
various ethnic back¬ 
grounds are being served 
at AMH, Jackson 
says that administra¬ 
tion believes that the 
hospital is treating a 
growing number. With 
the hospital’s new ethnic 
awareness program, 
there is greater under¬ 
standing of different 
cultures and tradi¬ 
tions which helps meet 
patient’s needs, so 
important to providing 
quality health care, 
adds Jackson.
